From thidday Wednesday, once 
the Vesle had been crossed, German 
troops converged on the little town 
from every direction, supported by ma-

a In Time of War. 

In time of war the case is different.

1. Those who are. sietededacd from 
industry in order to be used for war 
service abroad.

Six Million in War Work. 


It is difficult to get statistics to 
the aggregate number employ all 
these war occupations, but it cannot be” 
less than 6,000,000, and may be consid- 
erably larger. Six million workers out 
of a total of 40,000,000 represents an 
apparent loss of 15 per cent to phe 
nation’s productive power, But the ac- 
tual loss is much greater, for the labor 
thus drawn out from productive indus- 
try is of unusually high character. 

The draft takes healthy men in their 
most efficient age. A majority of the 
auxiliary war industries require spe- 
cial strength or intelligence. Even if 
the number of laborers employed for 
War purposes were only 15 per cent 
of the working population, the propor. 
tion of productive power thus diverted 
would probably be from 20 to 25 .per 
cent. And this proportion is likely to 
increase rapidly as time goes on. ‘ 

For each new man that we send into 
the fleld we must call upon more mu- 
nition workers to keep him: supplied, 
more seamefi to man the ships, more 
miners to produce the coal, more rail- 
road trains to haul supplies from the 
interior of the country to the seaboard. 
Instead of devoting a fifth or a quar- 
ter of our labor power.to war purposes 
of various kinds, we shall almost cer- 
tainly have to use a third, and may 
have to use half. | 


Must Reduce Consumption. 

How is this loss to be made up? 
How is the country to live with a third 
or a half of its labor power devoted 
to war purposes? No system of bank 
credits, -however, well devised, will 
meet this difficulty. No scheme of 
taxes and loans will lighten the aggre 
gate weight of the burden. Those of 
us who are left at home must increase

The actual 
contribution comes when he pays for it. 
{The man who sells stocks or bonds 
in @rder to contribute to the Liberty 
loan is merely converting one kind of 
property into another. He makes it a 
little easier for the government to 
raise capital and a little harder for cor- 

work may be almost

try as that of the government itself. 
The man who buys war savings stamps 
but does not pay for them out of sav- 
ings contributes little to the govern- 
ment. . . 


' ‘Helps to Moet Real Cost. 


But the man who has earned his 
money to subscribe to the Liberty loan, 
or who has saved his money to put 
into war savings stamps, has helped to 
qneet the réal cost of the war. If he 
has increased his earnings in order to 
subscribe he has furnished the country 
some of the labor power it needs. 

If he and his household have dimin- 
ished their cé6nsumption in order to 
subscribe they have saved the country 
some of the supplies it needs. The sur- 
plus of a worker’s earnings over a 
worker’s consumption represents an 
actual net income available for war 
purposes. This is why it is even more 
important to have a loan widely dis- 
tributed among the people than to have 
it taken up by large corporations. It 
means that we are doing what we pre- 
tend to do—paying the real cost as well 
as the money cost of war finance. — 
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more eloquently for me than I am able 
to speak for myself.” 

‘Stokes Defends His Wife. 

New York, June 1.—Defending his 
wife, Mrs. Rose Pastor Stokes, sen- 
tenced to ten years today in Kansas 
City, J. G. Phelps Stokes declared that 
she was heartily im favor of the war.

Mrs. Stokes’ wedding has sometimes 
been referred to as “ New York’s pret- 
tiest romance.” She was the daughter 
of a poor New York ‘cigarmaker and 
was born in <Augustovo, Suwalk, 
Russia, meeting her millionaire future 
husband in the New York Ghetto.

In those days there were nd “four 
balls—take your base.” The umpire 
was the sole arbiter as to the number 
of balls that might go over before a 
base on balls was given. The rule 
then gave the batter the right to call 
for either a “high” ball, which must 
go between the waist and the shoulder, 
or a “low” ball, between the waist and 
the knee. 

Umpire Given Great Power. : 

This rule was tough on the pitchers. 
Not many of them coyld be sure of 
controlling their delivery between such 
narrow limits. When the umpire 
thought enough “unfair” balls had 
come through, he gave the batter his 
base. This, you will see, madé the um- 
pire a very important personage in? a 
ball game. 

A writer in the New York Sun e 
recent. date, in reviewing the baseball 
of long ago, errs in saying that the 
catcher always played twenty feet or 
more behind the home plate, and never 
came up any closer until the rules 
were changed. This is a mistake. The 
star catchers played back until a man 
was on base, and then they went for- 
ward to the plate, 

Some of them would play back on 
the third strike, which was out when 
the ball was caught on the first bound, 
but always came up close to prevent 
the stealing of bases. Later the prac- 
tice was changed to that which now | 
prevails. 

Old Catcher Plays Possum. . 

Bill Craver first backstop of the 
White Stockings, was a heady man be- 
hind the bat. In New Orleans [1870] 
the Pelican club grounds backboard

Many a beefsteak has been unpal- 
atable ‘because the dirty skin of the 


fat around it was not trimmed off.| 


Fat, exposed to dirt and air, in a 
short time has a quality that is akin 
to the rancidity of butter, due to dirt 
and bad.air. The membrane on suet 
and mutton fat or scraps of such fats 
trimmed from steaks or other cuts of 
meat has suffered from an oxidizing 
process, the results of which, when 
added to any dish of meat, make it un- 


palatable. Therefore this membrane} 
must be removed, If it goes into a/ 


stew. this wil have a dirty taste. 

“That sheep flavor,” or almost taint, 
which long made mutton an unpop- 
ular meat, was more due to what dirt 
‘and air had done to the fatty outer 
membranes of the meat than to any 
other one thing, though the result 
was & woolly flavor. Mutton tallow, if 
rightly handled, may flavor a stew as 
agreeably as lean mutton. A lamb 
stew with only a little of the fat of 
the lamb, properly skinned, is hardly 
different from any lamb stew, since 
lean meat counts so little and flavor so 
much in such a dish. 

A small piece of fat lamb shoulder 
can easily be so u as to yield 
what seems like two t dishes by 
using the fat alone with vegetables 
for a stew and pot roasting the lean. 


If that fat was roasted, it would more| 


than likely be thrown away. If it is 
.cut up and the fatty element of it 
cooks out and into vegetables, this is 
all eaten, and the world is so much 


the richer for the amount of energy 


that was latent in it.

Steak and Onions. : 

As to beef suet, it is wonderful as a 
producer of palatability, if it is used in 
the right way. Take the old fashioned 
dish of betfsteak and onions. In some 
localities this has been an enormously 
popular combination, though ‘in nine 
cases out of ten the steak was over- 
cooked. The undoubted reason for 
this popularity was the extremely 
agreeable, savory, melting quality the 
beef fat gave to the onions. They 


melted in it with extreme rapidity, if 


the fire was not too hot. With just a 
bit of suet which may have been 
trimmed off a steak or taken from the 
kidney mass you get practically the 
same flavor as though the onions were 
cooked in the pan after the steak. If 
@ man could not get butter, he still 


might be relatively well off if he knew | 
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how to use suet and could get it, 
‘Though the world’s need of fats is 
so great it is still treating some of its 
fats in an unbelievably dirty way. ‘The 
dirt in fat may be disguised, but still 
be there to make people sick. It is not 
polite or cheerful to tell all one might 
know about this dirt. Just think and 
learn to be more observing and you | 
will soon be using more suet and lamb 
fat. It is economy. even though these 


may be manufactured in the cleanest.) 
- and best ways into edible products. 


By using them‘ before manufactured 
you have saved human labor... 
Probably there is not the slightest 
danger that you will do enough in 
these ways to affect manufacturing in- 
terests. But you yourself will be bet- 
ter fed, a better cook, a more thrifty 
person, if you learn to get every drop 
of fat out of every bit of meat trim- 
mings. If you must economize, do not 
deprive yourself of fatty foods, for the

In the Infant Welfare society we. 
-have an association organized under 
some of the best medical men in the 
country. We must increase the num- 
ber of stations, so that we shall have 
not only twenty-two in the whole city, 
as we have now, but one or two sta- 
tions in each ward—400 in Chicago at) 
least. There are now, it is gad to say, 
a number of wards in the city where 
there are no infant welfare stations at 
all. No better way for caring for chil- 
dren and training mothers can be 
found than by doing the work through 
these stations. This is true of the well- 
to-do as well as of the poorer people. 

In New Zealand, where the child/ 
death rate is the lowest in the world, 
the same sort of a campaign as this of 
ours was the thing that brought about 
the results they have attained. They 
started many infant welfare stations. 
The same thing was done in London, 
where the infant death rate has been 
reduced to a point lower than ever be- 
fore in the history of England

This is officially fuel week. Consumers of every. 
class are urged to place between now and Saturday 
night orders for all the coal they will need within 
the next year. 
‘Unless ail sat dias Sdoaren evel autieanes aie 
grossly wrong there will certainly be a fuel famine 
next winter. How severe it will be depends on 
the amount of coal dug within the next six months 
and the weather conditions after cold weather 
sets in. oe 
Consumers, considering thelr own : individual in- 
terests, may as well disregard all debate as to who 
or what is to blame for the conditions which con- 
front the country. They should concentrate on 


.| the job of getting a supply of fuel into their bins. 


Word from Washington is that the coal adminis- 
tration may cut down the supply of anthracite coal 
allotted to Chicago to 40 per cent of what was con- 
sumed last year. Up to date the state and county 
fuel ons have operated on the theory 
that the allotment would be two-thirds of last year’s 
consumption. Many orders have been accepted on 
that basis. The proposed change simply makes it 
more essential that“some kind of fuel be secured 
at once. If there is less anthracite there must be 
}more bituminous or industry and individuals will 
suffer. ‘ 

Southern Illinois coal, which is the best the state 
has to offer as a substitute for smokeless coal, is 
not being dug fast enough to supply half the orders 
already placed. All thiese mines are reported sold 
ahead for several months. 
| There remains avdilgble to Chicago consumers 
}only the coal dug in central and northern Illinois. 
It is admittedly less desirable than the other. But 
it will burn and produce heat. The consumer who 
can get nothing else, and that will be the case 
with thousands, will be much better off with the 
poorer product than with none. 

The supply of anthracite coal allotted to Illinois 
will not be ‘more than two-thirds of what was con- 
sumed here last year. It may be less than half. 
It will be sold only to habitual consumers of anthra- 
cite. | 

No Pocahontas or other smokeless coal will be 
sold in Illinois this year. It is all needed by the: 
navy and allied shipping, which must conceal its 
whereabouts so far as possible by the use of fuel 
which will not blacken the nied with revealing ban- 
ners of smoke. 

Available to local iubdiaio--betuhdle the small 
and uncertain supply of anthracite—is only coal 
mined in Illinois and in a smal section of Indiana 
and a little from points in western Kentucky. 

The best of this coal to be used as a substitute 
for anthracite and smokeless comes from the mines 
in southern Illinois, the production of which is al- 
ready, sold for months ahead. ‘ 

“ Consumers in Illinois will suffer a serious short- 
age next winter,” says United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield, “ unless they begin to fill their bins 
at once and continue to accumulate their winter 
supply during the summer. The mines in these 
states can fill the normial requirements of these 


the week, winter and summer.” ss 

During no single week this year have these mines 
produced more than three-quarters of full time 
|production. They have not been kept running 
| more than an average of four days @ week. Illinois 
and Indiana mines have lagged behind the produc-

For Anatole France is before all else a voluptuarm But 
he ts a voluptuary of such intriguing, such, subtle seduc- 
tiveness that in his very vulgarity there exists a refine- 
ment and a grace impossible of comparison. Many French- 
men have written with a high degree of skill of amatory 
matters, but there is absent from them all that exquisite 
vulgarity, so patent, so fresh, so significant in the work 
of Anatole France. ‘Like the Wagner of Marlowe's Doctor 
Faustus, he is “ prone to lechery,” and I can only marvel 
at the grace of his confession. He is the Voltaire of 
Candide and of Zadig, and there is in him something of 
Rabelais across the fight of time.

As a novelist, he is not difficult of judgment. Measured 
by conventional standards of form and substance, he is 
decidedly lacking in several respects. Briefly summarizing, 
we find that his “novels” are not novels at all Child- 
hood memories, haphazardly interwoven, form the theme 
of “Le Livre de mon Ami” and of “ Pierre Noziére.”

He writes with an ease, a suavity, a 
nonchalance, a fluid amenity, and a comfortable grace in 
intimate accord with the undulation and iridescence of his 
dilettantism. Above all, Anatole France is an artist.
